Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 1 0/08/03 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

I 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by IVIilberger 
4.378.848. Milberger shows an apparatus for use in controlling and/or testing an 
undenvater hydrocarbon production system, the apparatus having a plurality of well 
trees 1 1 ; and a plurality of control modules 10a-10d for controlling the well trees 1 1 , 
wherein the control modules are provided, not at the trees, but at a control centre for 
location underwater (general central location around 12), the trees being in 
communication with associated ones of the control modules in use of the apparatus a 
remote control location 12 
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As concerns claim 2, Milberger shows the coupling of control centre with a 
remote location (coupled to 29). 

As concerns claim 3, Milberger shows the coupling means comprises temnination 
means for location underwater for supplying control signals from said remote control 
location to said control modules (col. 2, lines 55-68). 

As concerns claim 4, Milberger shows further comprising a manifold 1 16 in 
communication with the trees in use of the apparatus for controlling hydrocarbon 
extraction, there being a control module 66 for controlling the manifold (considered to be 
only directly at), which module Is provided, not at the manifold, but at said control center 
(on element 10 since the claim language does not preclude the manifold and the control 
centre sharing a base).
